As the story goes, the concept for Kiss Me Kate 
began in 1935 when Arnold Saint-Subber, then a stage 
manager, heard Alfred Lunt and L)mn Fontanne arguing

backstage during a production of The Taming of the Shrew. 
Saint-Subber marvelled at how Lunt and Fontanne carried 
their "on stage feuding in the play back to their dressing 
rooms where their egos clashed nightly." 

A little more than a decade later, Saint-Subber, 
an up-and-coming producer, approached Sam and Bella 
Spewack with the idea to adapt Shakespeare's play into 
a musical, a play-within-a-play life-imitating-art vehicle. 
Despite their own turbulent marriage — they were sepa- 
rated at the beginning of the project but reunited by its 
end — the Spewacks took just six weeks to write the book 
for Kiss Me Kate. After Saint-Subber failed to secure the 
popular composer Burton Lane, Bella Spewack suggested 
Cole Porter. No one, including Porter himself, was excited

about the choice. However, Porter took the job and resur- 
rected his career in doing so. 

Kiss Me Kate opened at the New Century Theater 
on December 30, 1948. It played for 1,077 performances 
and earned five Tony Awards for Best Musical, Authors, 
Composer, Costumes, and Producers. Although the open- 
ing second act number, "Too Dam Hot," was banned on 
major radio stations because of its racy lyrics, on January 
31, 1949, the cover of Time magazine featured a picture of 
Porter. In 1953, the same year the first color television sets 
went on sale for $1,175, MGM turned Kate into a major 
motion picture. And in 1999 Kate enjoyed a revival that 
also earned five Tony Awards for Best Revival, Orchestra- 
tion, Director, Actor, and Costume Design. 

The year Kiss Me Kate debuted was an eventful 
one in world news. Ghandi was assassinated; Israel be- 
came a state; Babe Ruth died; Truman became President; 
JFK airport was dedicated as Idlewild; velcro was invent- 
ed by a Swiss engineer; Addidas sneakers were devel- 
oped in Germany from surplus war canvas and fuel-tank 
rubber; and an architext in Cambridge, MA built the first 
solar-heated house. GM introduced tailfins on its Cadillac, 
a stylistic move that became its signature trademark for 
the 1950s. 

Tabor's production of Kiss Me Kate features many 
local students. Rachel Stern ('07) of Marion designed 
the scenery while Charlie Babbitt ('08), also of Marion, 
designed the lighting. Ned Riseley ('08) plays producer/

generally coming from Kindergarten aged girls who are 
five to six years old. Starting this past December the girls 
of troop 67 started to collect and assemble items to send 
each month to their adopted soldier. The soldiers were 
chosen by troop leader Soucy at random, from a soldier 
information sight that Ms. Soucy found via a web based 
search engine. 

Among the items that the girls have been sending 
are basic toiletries, cards, books, puzzles and nonperish- 
able food items. This month's packages will have a little 
something extra as the girls are sending Valentine's Day 
cards and Girl Scout cookies. To coincide with their an- 
nual cookie drive the Daisies of Troop 67 are encouraging 
members of the community to buy boxes of the famous 
cookies and then donate them to the care package pro- 
gram. 

The girls have received one letter thus far in 
response to their efforts from a female soldier stationed in 
Iraq. The soldier included a picture of herself in front of 
her Christmas tree, returning some of the Holiday spirit 
that the Daisy Troop had sent to her in Iraq. While the 
troop understands and does not expect anything in return 
for their efforts they hope to hear from some of the other 
soldiers in time. The packages may take several months 
to reach their intended recipient and responses can often 
take many months.

"I can't support a race on Sunday morning," 
Selectman Andrews said. "You would essentially be shut- 
ting down (Mattapoisett) village." 

"We won't approve the closing down of any roads 
... we don't for other (road races)/' Chairman Collyer said.

FAT CATS

Mr. LaCamera said he has received proposed 
budgets from all town departments, with the exception 
of the school budgets. "I'm expecting to receive those 
budgets hopefully by the end of February," he said. "I'm 
in the process of compiling all the information for the 
budgets and comparing them against the revenue projec- 
tions. I'm hoping to have preliminary budget information 
for the board's next meeting on February 26." 

The town's newly-updated Capital Improvement 
Plan has also been formalized, according to Mr LaCam- 
era. "I'm very happy with everybody's support in issuing 
the capital plan on time," he said. 

Mr. LaCamera said he has also looked into 
switching to an outside payroll service for the town. "The

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Chapter One: Land and Trade 

By Charles Mendell 



They came by foot, ox cart and horseback over the 
Indian trails, those first settlers. The year was 1680 when 
Samuel Hammond with his bride and quick tempered 
younger brother John, Moss Barlow, and William Dexter 
and his four sons traveled from Sandwich to stake their 
homesteads in the "Plantation of Mattapoisett." 

Samuel and John pushed through the forests, forded 
the Mattapoisett River, and down to the further of the 
two necks to the west of the harbor, where hard against 
the bounds of ancient Dartmouth, they built their home. 
Here a knoll-like island secluded a little cove which soon 
sheltered a crude wooden landing pushed out into the 
water. Moses Barlow had drawn his twenty acres for a 
house lot to the east of the river, and some half mile from 
the head of the harbor in the vicinity of the old Indian 
burial mound, he cleared his homestead. The Dexters 
went down Pine Island way, to the east of the harbor, 
where a little brook flows into its salt marsh and seas 
curl over marcelled clamflats. 

It was land for farms they wanted first, and Matta- 
poisett — the summer resting place of the Indians was 
tempting and sweet to behold. The cleared cornfields of 
the Indians stretched along the shores and back to the 
forests, deserted "grassie plains" that lay fallow and ripe. 
On the long necks, smooth reaches of brown salt marsh 
waved tons of hay between the blue water and the line 
of woods. Up along the Mattapoisett River, lush bottom 
land promised sweet fresh hay. As for woodland, the 
forest stretched away without end. And of all this, each 
proprietor, for a start, got a share — twenty acres for a 
homestead and forty acres of bottom land, timber and 
salt marsh. 

This was a place at a time when people lived directly 
from the land, this was a place to cut a clearing and build 
a cabin, to bring a wife to and raise sons to help with 
the chores. This was a place where twenty-five years of 
honest work would bring a big square, low-ceilinged 
house, an even bigger barn, a smoke house, a corn house 
— in short, where a man could make himself a farm that 
would provide him everything he needed. His cleared 
fields would yield him com and rye, vegetables and fruit. 
His pastures and crops would feed cattle and sheep, hog 



and fowl. His woodlots would give him lumber for his 

buildings and furniture and wagons, and would fill his 
sheds with swelling stacks of winter firewood. 

Other white men on Cape Cod, the "narrow land" 
soon followed the Hammonds, Barlows and Dexters 
over the Indian trails. This tract of land known as the 
"Lands of Sippican" and particularly the section called 
the "Plantation of Mattyposet" had been left to the 
Indians for over 50 years. To the north the Plymouth 
Colony had been in existence since 1620. The Bay Colony 
(Boston) was settled in the 1630s as were the colonies to 
the west around Newport and Hartford. The Dartmouth 
area just west of "Mattapoyst" was obtained from the 
Wampanoags in 1652. It was not until the end of the 
King Phillip's War in 1679 did this area become avail- 
able. The "bloodie war" had started when Phillip, the 
younger son of Chief Massasoit, replaced his father as 
head of the Narragansett nation and vowed to kill every 
English man, woman and child. The fighting raged for 
five long years over an area stretching roughly from the 
Connecticut River to Plymouth. There were atrocities 
on both sides. Thousands were killed and entire settle- 
ments and villages burned until Philip and his braves 
were finally subdued by the colonists. 

With the conclusion of the war a company of 32 
members was organized to buy the lands. The 32 mem- 
bers — "substantial men that are prudent p'sons and 
of considerable estates" — paid their money, met at 
Sandwich and drew lots for the land. In the following 
years old records tell of sawmills and grist mills built 
on the Mattapoisett and Sippican Rivers, of iron mills 
and forges on the big ponds of Rochester, of timberland 
and salt marsh surveyed and divided and sold, of a little 
meeting house for Sunday worship near Minister's Rock 
at Little Neck in Sippican, and of all the doings of groups 
of self-sufficing people in the wilderness, forming them- 
selves into a community. 

In 1686, the scattered homesteads in the forested 
lands of Sippican were incorporated as "Rochester- 
towns-in-New England." Early records tell of town 
officials elected — strange old titles: "Hogreaves," 
"Tything men," and "Cullers of Staves"; of "ways" laid 
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"Mattapoisett in the Making" 




paths through the wilderness and new fields; of bounties 
paid for wolves, foxes, and wildcats, and of keeping a 
fearful, watchful eye over the remaining Indians. 

Many of the settlers were sons and daughters of 
Englishmen from Kent, and legend has it that the abun- 
dant juicy oysters in the coves and harbors tasted so 
much like those of old Rochester back home in England 
that they were responsible for the town's name. But 
whether or not the glum but tasty oysters named the 
town, certain it is that the men who ate them, like their 
forefathers on the Kentish shores, soon turned to the 
sea as an ally of the soil to help them make a living. 

For to the early purchasers, Mattapoisett meant 
more than cattle and fields of grain. The second and 
third generation of Massachusetts colonists were face 
to face with a new opportunity, and seized by a new 
greed. Never before had the ordinary Englishman 
had the freedom to buy a tract of land rich in valuable 
timber products which he could sell where and how he 
pleased. 

Seventy square miles of virgin forest stretching 
endlessly back from the shore, shading little rivers and 
brooks where sawmills could be built. Great swamps 
heavy with red cedar silently waiting to become posts 
and shingles. Oaks, centuries old, for house frames 
and shiptimber, white pine for planks and boards, 
pitch pine for turpentine and tar, spreading maple and 
white birches for charcoal, walnut — black walnut — for 
furniture and coffins, trees for barrel staves, fence rails, 
cordwood, fenceposts. 

And best of all, little inlets and harbors lapping their 
quiet waves up into the very timber itself, ideal anchor- 
age for landings to be built, and trading sloops tied up. 
These commodities of the wilderness meant wealth. For 
a time the merchants of Newport, Nantucket and Boston 
would pay, and pay well. King Phillip's War was over, 
the colonial foothills were expanding and in a far away 
England, the tide of commerce was rising, calling from 
His Majesty's Providence across the stormy Atlantic 
ever increasing cargoes of the wealth of timber land. 
So, beside wrestling a living from a farm, a man could 
make money by trade. 

Trade — that was it. That coastwise trade which 
thrived for the next two hundred years in thousands of 
little vessels was the mainstay of every hamlet and town, 
village and city, along the entire reach of the Atlantic 



Coast. It turned farmers into shipbuilders, farmers into 
sailors, farmers into captains and captains into mer- 
chants. It took youngsters of thirteen and roughened 
them into sailors for the ships of the deep ocean. It built 
schools and churches, turned log cabins into farmhouses 
and farmhouses into dignified homes along shaded vil- 
lage streets. 

Trade — this was the second tempting prospect that 
brought the first settlers to the necks and pine islands 
of Mattapoisett in the "Lands of Sippican." For Samuel 
Hammond and Moses Barlow and William Dexter were 
not penniless pioneers merely seeking new farms. Had 
they not been approved by the Plymouth Court as "sub- 
stantial men that are prudent p'sons and of considerable 
estates." These men had their heads full of reckonings 
about the possibilities and profits of timber and tar. 
And being men of "considerable estates," they had the 
wherewithal to buy or build little vessels to carry their 
timber products down the coast to Newport, and across 
the Bay, through Quick's Hole to the Vineyard and Nan- 
tucket. 

It was not embarking on any new and untried ven- 
ture. Hard pressed by their English creditors and forced 
by the stark struggle for life to get more than the bare 
necessities wrested from the soil, the Massachusetts 
colonists from the time of the Pilgrims had sailed up 
and down the coast in tiny awkward boats, trading with 
the settlements at Rhode Island and Connecticut, and 
with the Dutch of New Amsterdam, now better known 
as New York. Their pinnaces and shallops carried furs, 
timber and barrel staves to ship to England, sugar, 
cloth, cotton, and tobacco from the Dutch and South- 
em colonists, and lumber shoes, and all kinds of rough 
iron tools bartered for at neighboring settlements. For 
sixty years this homespun commerce had been slowly 
growing, and now the Lands of Sippican, with all their 
raw material, were throvm open for settlements and, as 
it were, for business.

Hannibal Rising. Starring Gaspard Ulliel and Gong Li. Directed by 
Peter Webber. Running time: 117 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

By now, many reviewers of Thomas Harris' novel Hannibal Rising and 
now the movie version have quoted Dr Hannibal Lecter's words to Clarice 
Starling in Tlie Silence of the Lambs: "Nothing happened to me, Officer Starling. 
I happened. You can't reduce me to a set of influences." He could have been 
lying, of course. But the "new" Lecter story — which is really an old one, a 
prequel detailing Hannibal's early years — does, in fact, reduce him to a set of 
influences. What is it that compels creators of iconic villains — George Lucas 
is another — to return their malign babies to the crib and then put them on the 
couch? Thank God Arthur Conan Doyle died before retroactively describing 
Moriarty's childhood trauma involving a deerstalker cap. 

Harris wrote the script for Hannibal Rising first, then upgraded it to an 
occasionally amusing novelization, published three months ago. In it, we learn 
that Hannibal is of Lithuanian blood, and that his entire family was caught in 
the crossfire of World War IL Only the child Hannibal and his beloved little 
sister Mischa were left alive, and soon enough, when some scummy Nazi 
collaborators discovered them in hiding, only Hannibal was left. It seems the 
starving Eurotrash cooked and ate poor little Mischa, which might not explain 
the adult Hannibal's cannibalistic tendencies, though a meant-to-be-shocking 
revelation late in the game clarifies things. 

For an absolutely unnecessary movie, Hannibal Rising is handsomely 
appointed, lushly if unimaginatively directed by Peter Webber (Girl with a 
Pearl Earring). You can sometimes sense Webber's longing for more elegant 
material with far fewer beheadings; his handling of the violence, when he 
is forced to stage it, feels like a depressed capitulation to the presumptive 
audience's demands for gore. A sequence in which the teen Hannibal (Gaspard 
Ulliel) takes a sword to a leering French butcher who has insulted Hannibal's 
Japanese aunt Lady Murasaki (Gong Li) plays out against a lake dappled by 
pristine sunshine; it's preceded by a rather contemptuous bit in which the 
butcher guts a fish and dumps the entrails into the water and right into our 
faces. There, Webber seems to say, here's your blood and guts. Eat that with 
your popcorn. 

Despite being packed with incident and feeling absurdly telescoped 
(Hannibal seems to take a very fast track to med school), the film moves 
glacially, with the only points of interest being Hannibal's vengeful tracking 




down of the men who ate his sister The 24-year-old French actor Gaspard 
Ulliel, perhaps best known for A Very Long Engagement, duplicates Anthony 
Hopkins' smug, mocking sangfroid nicely enough but most often comes off 
as a skinny kid trying to be diabolical. The Welsh actor Rhys Ifans, who was 
the raffish Spike in Notting Hill and here plays the Nazi wannabes' leader 
Gmtas with fine crude mahce, supphes the kind of unapologetic psychotic 
vibe the movie desperately needs but can't get from Ulliel. We should feel 
that the final revelation pushes Hannibal from simple vigilante to hopelessly 
insane monster, but all Harris can come up with is a rewrite of Darth Vader's 
infamous "Nooooo ! " from Revenge of the Sith. These movies take cinema back 
to its melodramatic origins when women were tied to railroad tracks — yes, 
there is a variation of that here, too — and men howled their anguish to the 
skies. It'd be charming if it worked. 

Impeccably cultured, and better than anyone at anything, Hannibal is the 
snob as serial killer Some critics have always beenbotheredby the juxtaposition; 
I was one of the few defenders of Harris' 1999 novel Hannibal and its 2001 
adaptation, finding it a fiendish, prankish exercise in Jacobean shock-horror 
(the brain-eating, the intestines going splat onto the Italian sidewalk). But Han- 
nibal Rising, more than any of the other Lecter films, plays like a gussied-up 
splatter flick, with the expected money shots including a knife driven up into 
a man's chin and through the back of his head, and a stitches-without-anes- 
thesia showstopper filmed in wince-inducing close-up (after this and Pan's 
Labyrinth, I'd just as soon not see needle and thread near flesh anytime soon, 
thanks). If Hannibal Rising can be reduced to a set of influences, it would be 
the young- Vito scenes in Tlie Godfather Part 11 and something like Terror 
Train, a mix nowhere near as fun as it sounds.
